(2) OPERATOR’S LICENSE 

A Restricted Radiotelephone Operator Permit is the license 
most often held by small vessel radio operators when a 
radio is not required for safety purposes. You can usually 
obtain this permit by mail. 


The Restricted Radiotelephone Operator Permit must be 
posted near the transceiver or be kept with the operator. 
Only a licensed radio operator may operate a transceiver. 


However, non-licensed individuals may talk over a trans- 
ceiver if a licensed operator starts, supervises, ends the call 
and makes the necessary log entries. 


A current copy of the applicable government rules and 
regulations is usually required to be on hand.

1) Information overheard but not intended for you cannot 
lawfully be used in any way.

e RADIO LICENSES 

(1) SHIP STATION LICENSE 

When your craft is equipped with a VHF FM transceiver, 
you must have a current radio station license before using 
the transceiver.

W Battery life 


If your battery pack seems to have 
no capacity even after being 
charged, completely discharge it by 
leaving the power ON overnight. 
Then, fully charge the battery pack 
again. If the battery pack still does 
not retain a charge (or very little), a 
new battery pack must be 
purchased. 


W Cautions 


NEVER incinerate used battery 
packs. Internal battery gas may 
Cause an explosion. 


NEVER immerse the battery pack in 
water.

li Scan types 


Scanning is an efficient way to locate signals quickly over a 
wide frequency range. The IC-M9 has 4 scan types: 


Priority scan searches through all channels in sequence 
while monitoring channel 16. When a signal is detected on 
channel 16, scan pauses until the signal disappears; when 
a signal is detected on a channel other than channel 16, 
scan becomes dual watch until the signal disappears. A 
small 16 appears in the display indicating priority scan, and 
flashes when a signal is received on channel 16. 


Normal scan, like priority scan, searches through all chan- 
nels in sequence (either regular or memory channels). 
However, unlike priority scan, channel 16 is only checked in 
sequence as other channels are. 


NOTE: Choose either priority or normal scan in SET mode 
(see p. 12). 
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W Channel lockout 


For more efficient scanning, set unwanted channels as 
lockout channels. Channels set as lockout channels will be 
skipped during scanning. Channel lockout is assigned to 
regular channels and memory channels independently.

There are 128 codes available for programming. In order to 
understand one another, all transceivers in your group must 
have the same code programmed into the channel you are 
communicating on. 


1) Select the channel you wish to program a code into. 
e Channel 16 cannot be selected. 


2) Make sure the scramble function is OFF, then push and 
hold [LIGHT(SCRM)/LOCK] until “SCRM” appears.
